Columbus, Match 29.—Orders to 


district tax assessors were being pre- 
pared in the state tax commission's 
office today asking that meetings of 
all deputy district assessors who work 
in wards and townships, be called 
for next Saturday. 
Officially no at- 


tention was paid by the tax commis- 
sion to the prospective fate of the 
Beitler taxation bill, w hich will corue 
up for final consideration on confer- 
ence committee report m both houses 
of the legislature tomorrow 


Neither was the tax commission 


giving any heed to reports that ar- 
rangements have been made by the 
Democratic state organization for 
Wholesale resignations of Demociatic 
tax assessors for the sake ot em- 
barrassing the Republic administra- 
tion. The governor's office still was 
much concerned, by -what weie term- 
ed "authentic reports," that scores of 
. district assessors and ward and town- 
ship assessors have prepared their 
resignation papers and that 
these 


"will ,be held until the latter part of 
-week. 


.At the governor's office it was said 


the administration plans for retain- 
ing or removing all district tax of- 
ficials appointed under the admin- 
istration of Governor Cox and replac- 
ing them, with Republicans, would 
be held in abeyance until after to- 
morrow, when the fate of the Beitler 
bill will be determined. 


It is said Governor Willis still is 


wavering between arguments that the 
"Democratic assessors appointed under 
the Warnes law will take less inter- 
est in keeping the tax duplicate this 
year up to the size of last year in 
order to discredit 
the "Republican 


administration, and claims that the 
same assessors will take double in- 
terest this year in maintaining the 
big duplicate in order to justify the 
Warnes law.

ernment's brief in th" anti-trust suL 
10 dissolve +he International Harvest- 
er company, was tiled m the supreme 
court to>1ay. It is largely directed to- 
ward combating the arguments ad- 
vanced m the- company's brief filed in 
support ot its appeal aftei the district, 
court for Minnesota had declared it 
a combination in restraint 
ot 
trade 


and ordered its dissolution. 


"It defendants argument prevails,1' 


says the government brief, ''if cor- 
porate combinations, however com- 
prehensive, do not come within tbs 
pun ievv of 1 he act unless and only so 
far as thpj demonstratably 'abuse 
tiieir power—the inevitable result wi'i 
Le the renewal of that great rush to- 
waid concentration which proceeded 
with ever accelerating rapidity, until 
checked by the decision of this court 
in the Northern Securities case. 


"If makers of harvesting machinery 


mav unite as here, why may not 
makers of every other species of ma- 
chinery do likewise? And why may 
not all these lesser combinations b-2 
-integrated -into -one-superior "combina^ 
tion of all tbe metal working indus- 
tries7

Two British Steamers Were 
Victims of German Submarines; 


Heavy Loss of Life On Fabala

yesterday lhat the British 
steamer 


Falaba

German submarine was confirmed to- 
day. 
The Falaba was sent to !lie 


bottom yesterday afternoon off Mil- 
fordhaven. an inlet on the coast of 
South Wales. The loss of life prob- 
ably was heavy. 


The Falaba left Liverpool on Sat- 


urday for the west coast of Africa 
•with 140 passengers and with a crew 
Of 120 men. Her officers state that 
when the German submarine appear- 
ed it whistled thrice as a sijnial for 
the steamer to prepare her lifeboats, 
but that before this could be done, 
a torpedo stnjels the ship near the 
engine room. 
Three of the FaJaba's lifeboats 


were swamped. Many persons aboard 
the vessel were thrown into the sea 
where ttsey struggled whale the sub- 
marine circled about, offenng accord- 
ing lo stories told by those re<wned, 
no assistance. 
A fishing boat ap- 


peared on the scene and *^vcd ] 4ft of 
the passengers and trew.

GERMAN NAVY IN 


BALTIC 
SUFFERS 


SEVERE LOSSES

Petrograd, Via London, March 29. 


—Severe losses have been inflicted 
upon the German naval units in the 
Baltic Sea, by the Russians, accord- 
ing to a semi-official review of the 
operations there made public 
last 


night. German submarines are said 
to -have surewrwd'-'cuiisldBi'iiIlHy whi 
a number of transports loaded with 
supplies have been destroyed. 
The 


statement follows: 


"Early in September, the activity 


of our fleet in the southern Baltic 
compelled the enemy to modify his 
stand and concentrate his chief ef- 
forts upon operations by submarines. 
Nineteen of these attacks were made 
in two months, but only one was suc- 
cessful. 
Enemy submarines 
suffer- 


ed considerably. 


Our fleet has developed intense 


activity along the enemy's coast. De- 
tails of the operations cannot be pub- 
lished yet, but the enemy suffered 
heavy losses in fighting units 
and 


has been seriously impeded in the 
operations along his own coasts by 
the losses of a number of transports 
with munitions."

The proposition before us is not the construction 


of a new electric plant as is the impression with 
some, it is simply installing electrical generating ma- 
chinery in addition to our water works plant for pro- 
ducing electric current to' supply our city. It Avill 
Le operated by the force that is needed to operate 
the waterworks plant independent of it, therefore. 
will not add- any additional expense in labor cost of 
operation, and 'will not in any way complicate "our 
city affairs as to government or require any excep- 
tional ability over what is required to operate our 
water works plant, which cost $560,000 against which 
there is no complaint as to management, so that all 
the reference as to special ability required by reason 
of the addition to our water works plant is mislead- 
ing. 


As to raising the tax rate, we desire to c-cill the 


voters' attention to the fact there will be $60.000 of 
city bonds retired this year, which is twice the 
aniount required to install the proposed machinery. 
It is apparent that the argument relative to raising- 
tax rate is in the main misleading. 


The real issue. Mr. Voter, is taxing the consumer 


of this city which has one-sixth the population sup- 
plied by the Ohio Light & Power Company, one- 
sixth of the amount required to pay five per cent in- 
terest on the $30,000.000 blanket mortgage and divi- 
dends to the stockholders. 


That Ohio Light & Power Company's CITIZEN 


and some of the opposition have resorted to. the al- 
ways contemptible effort, to distort the public's 
mind -from -the real issue by casting a reflection upon 
one 'of our citizens who is above reproach and naak- 
iiig false statements as to the cost of producing cur- 
rent, "which Ave are in ti position to prove is true. 


Why is the Ohio Light & Power Company attack- 


ing our citizens and refusing to patronize some of 
our Xewark merchants because the.y expressed their 
views on the light question, and spending a very 
large sum of money to defeat the proposition before 
ns? Isn't it apparent that they expect to receive 
benefits by so doing and by monopolizing the sale of 
electric current in this community 1 


•As tax payers, we are interested in matters affect- 


ing tax rates and will co-operate with the tax payers 
at any time in trying to keep dmvn the tax rate. ""We. 
however, maintain that the proposition as to manu- 
facturing our own current will be a saving in taxes 
by being able to produce current at less cost than 
purchasing it. 


A\ e have not resorted to any unfair means as the 


Ohio Light & Power Company has because we 
wanted to state our reasons fairly and deal with fun- 
damental propositions and facts. 


We have bad presented to us some siartling affida- 


vits as to the manner in whHi the Ohio Light & 
Power Company lias dealt with organized labor and 
the manner in wliidi they have fMsrriminated 
against some of our leading merchants, but have re- 
frained from publishing tlieni because we believe in 
reasoning the proposition from a matter of fVt 
standpoint. 


The adoption of the proposed bond issue will pro- 


tect the consumers and tax payers against tins sub- 
sidiary of the American Light £ Power Company, a 
gigantic monopoly.

Municipal or Private Ownership. 


Editor of the Advocate: 


The conclusions,of the Public own- 


ership Commission of the 
National 


Civic Federation, an organization of 
unbiased judges in matters of pub- 
lic welfare, is deserving of our first 
consideration. 


1. In all public affairs the vote 


of the people must be acknowledged 
the sovereign authority. 


2. Municipalities should have the 


power to enter the field of municipal 
ownership upon popular vote under 
reasonable regulations. 


3. 
The success of municipal oper- 


ation of public utilities must depend 
upon the existence in the city of a 
high capacity for municipal govern- 
ment. 


4. 
If franchises or reduced privi- 


leges are granted to private persons, 
it should be so within the bounds of 
a fixed period, terminable and sub- 
ject to any purchase that may be nec- 
essary, at a fair value. 


5. Private companies 
operating 


public utilities should be subject to 
public regulation and 
examination 


under a system of uniform records 
and accounts and of full publicity. 


It is rarely the unfortunate occur- 


rence that a city is confronted with 
an unsuperable difficulty in securing 
the necessary capital to carry on a 
public utility. In this case, if strict 
provision be made 
for regulation, 


publicity of accounts and ownership 
in the future, and the same be made 
part of the contract, private owner- 
ship would hardly need to be feared 
though municipal ownership 
wher- 


ever possible, be most desirable. In 
every case where a change is made 
in < ity government, emphasis must be 
plac-ed on the utmost publicity, econ- 
omy and efficiency. Such a 
system 


mwf-t lie comprehensive. 
It must in- 


clude a3] data of financial transac- 
tion> and classified in Jhcir proper 
categories. 


Five other points worthy of o'jr 


consideration are: 


fi. There is a strong sentiment 


many of o«r best citizens lliat 


ownership is the right t>i 


Ihe people. The integrity of corpora- 
lions is not Hie question- 
However 


hon«sl and efficient 
13ie.ce corpora-

T. Others more critical of corpor- 


ations, favor Hiuniripal ownership as 
«j means of eliminalins; corporate in- 
fluences from politiral life.

Uijl to 1his the 
reply could be made that when Sho 
responsibility is brought closer home 
lo the people, they always show a 
keener interest in public affairs. 


ft. The edwathxs value of munic- 


ipal ownership in bringing the people 
into close lowh with the affairs for 
which they are responsible. 


• 10. The question of municipal or 


private ownership of a public utility 
is also a question of how best 
to 


serve tlio welfare

classes of a city.

•to own is the electric light and power station, since the 
city already owns, paves, and cleans the streets. Be- 
tween 1902 and 1912 the number of such plants ovmpd 
by our municipalities increased from 815 to 1,562, while 
tlie number commercially ovmed increased from 2,805 
to 3,659. How did they "work? The Bureau of the Cen- 
sus has issued a bulletin which gives the answer. The 
figures show that in 1912 the city-owned stations hired 
1C per cent of the total number of employees in order to 
turn out 4.7 per cent of the total product, 


"Electricity is sold by the kilowatt hour, and the 


cities increased their average charge from 3.5 cents in 
1902 to 4.3 cents in 1912. while the commercial plants 
reduced their average charge from 3.4 to 2.5 cents. It 


' j-i clear that this reflects among other things, the growth 
of municipal ownership in the smaller towns, where it 
really does cost more to turn out "the .itiice*': but the 
trouble is that the whole drift of the statistical evidence 
if, in the same direction. The city-owned plants tend to 
fall back on higher rates and the kindly nurture of 
taxes, and do not deliver the goods.

4 per cent limitation shall be

in such municipal corporation, 
as determined by the duplicate 
then and thereafter in force." 
The above section shows couclu- 


sivcly that the limitation is 5 per 
cent and not 8 per cent as Jlr. Flory 
asserts.

fiuances of this city, knows that with 
a total tax duplicate of $30,000 and 
with a tax rate of thirteen 
mills, 


that it does not produce 
sufficient 


revenue to retire bonds, pay inter- 
est thereon, and to properly conduct 
and pay the running expenses of the 
city and largely because of the fact 
that nearly one-half of the amount 
of taxes raised must be applied 
to 


the retirement of these bonds and 
the payment of interest thereon and 
that the more bonds you issue, the 
less money you are going to have to

the citizens of Newark are paying for 
light and power in tnis city. 


In reply to this 1 desire to say. thnt 


the City Council has the absolute pow- 
er under Section 3982 of the General 
Code, of fixing 
the 
maximum 
and 


minimum rate to be charged the citi- 
rens for light and power and by tbo 
proper and intelligent exercise of this 
power it is absolutely impossible for 
rny company tc charge the citizens an 
exorbitant rate and in addition there- 
to the State Board of Public Utilities 
would not permit any material dis- 
crimination as between the differenc 
cities of the State so that there 
i-:- 


nothing in that argument. 


After investigating tha rates pa.i.1 


in thirty cities of Ohio we find that 
the rate charged to the citizons ot 
Xewark is considerably below the av- 
erage, which is 10 and 9.30 for the KO 
cities. 


That in addition to the rates that- 


the citizens of Xe~,-ark are get'ng. 
besides that, ?4,200 of service for city 
buildings, etc., free of charge find are 
getting ten per cent discount for cash 
and also free carbon bulbs and free 
connections and meters and yet, Mr. 
Flory is not satisfied. 
, 


Not one >et, in a single article that 


I have observed, has pointed to a sin- 
gle act of any kind or description by 


i° present company in its transac- 


tions with the city that can be com- 
plained of. They 
are 
honorable, 


square and generous in their dealings, 
both with the- city and its citizens. 


Most of these writers seem to be 


afraid that the Ohio Light and Power 
company will make a profit on the 
current furnished the city. 


Every company or corporation must 


make a profit or fail, but the amount 
of profit that they will be ablt to 
make upon the price proposed must 
certainly be insignificant. 


It appears from the reports from the 


manager of the Columbus Municipal 
Plant, -which is one of the finest in 
the United States, that it cost them 
over two cents per kilowatt for tbc 
past four yaars to deliver the currenf 
to the switchboard. "When the Ohio 
Light and Power comoanv offer to de- 
liver that current to the switchboard 
at one-half of that .price, or they 
fgree to furnish current at a flat rate 
for less than wh,at it would cost the 
city for fuel alone, to say nothing of 
interest on bonds, depreciation, labor, 
insurance, 
incidentals 
and 
liability 


for accidents and. damages to the pro- 
perty. 


That it cannot be claimed that they 


could make any considerable profit 
upon such a proposition. 


I understand that company not only 


ifcake this proposition to furnish tbe 
current for-less than one-half of what 
it wiil cost the city to produdce it, but 
they will-give a bond., signed by one 
of the best surety companies in 
the 


country, in any reasonable amount 
asked,-that they will faithfully comply 
with all the terms of their contract 
with the city. 


Every man who owns a home or 


property of any kind, before voting 
for the issne of any more municipal 
bonds, should-remember that he must 
ray his part and proportion, not only 
of the city debt but of the school debt 
and the county debt, as well as his 
proportion of the interest on all of 
this debt
